Capo Town. Oct. 17.—Couriers have 


pierced the line of the Boers surround- 
ing Kimberley and telegraphed that the 
famous diamond district was complete- 
ly infested by an army of 10,000 Boers 
and Free State burghers. Natives are 
fleeing from the district. They report 
heavy firing at Kimberley. Half of the 
army of Invasion Is In the main body 
attacking Kimberley. The others are 
broken into detachments from fiOO to 
1,()00 men to capture various strategic 
points. 


The Bnluwayo Railroad from the Or- 


nngo river to Kimberley, Ho miles, is 
In complete possession of the enemy. 
Bridges have been blown up and miles 
of trnck destroyed to prevent the send- 
ing ot reinforcements from De Aar 
Junction. 
Four thousand troops are 


penned in with Cecil Rhodes at Kim- 
berley. There is now no chance to send 
troops to their relief. In fact there are 
Dot enough soldiers in Cape Colony to 
match the emergency without stripping 
all the forts of their garrisons. Fear of 
an uprising by the thousands of Boers 
throughout the colony makes it impera- 
tive to keep strong forces in the forts, 
hence the widespread fear of disasterto 
the garrison in the diamond district. 


Strong cartliworks and a group of 


forts surround Kimberley, and the best 
that is hoped for is that the British 
will be able to repulse assaults and 
hold out until troops now on the way 
from England arrive to send a power- 
ful army to their rescue. 


London. Oct. IT.—-A semi-official de- 


spatch from Cape Town says: 


"Cecil lihodes and 4,000 English are 


cut off and surrounded at Kimberley. 
The Boers and Orange Free Ktate 
forces, numbering about 5.000 men, it

Manila, Oct. 17.—General Otis hat

RESULT OF THEIR ST. LOUIS 


CONFERENCE. 


The Trust Question to Overshadow 


All Others In the Campaign Next 
Year—Republicans in Cleveland 
Arrive at a Friendly Understand, 
log Among Themselves. 
St. Louis, Mo., Oct. 17.—Senator 


James K. Jones, chairman of the 
Democratic National Committee, ar- 
rived In the city and went at once in- 
to conference in the Planters' Hotel 
with William .1. Stone, of Missouri, 
Vice-Cbiriuau J. <i Johnson, of Kan- 
sas, and L'rey Woodi-ou, National Com- 
niitteemau from Kentucky. Mr. Wood- 
son had to take the train for Louis- 
ville, where he is to meet William J. 
Bryan, and be left the Senator and 
Cabinet in conference behind closed 
doors. It was some hours later before 
tho conferees separated. 


When asked as to the purpose of the 


meeting Senator Jones said it uas held 
simply that he might be informed as 
to the work done, during his absence, 
and that no piogrammc had been ar- 
ranged, no campaign mapped out. As 
to the political outlook, Chairman 
.Tout':-, said that all his advices were 
favorable to the success of his p.iny; 
that the campaign of 1000 would be 
conducted on lines laid down at Chi- 
cago in 1800, with this difference—that 
as new issues had arisen they \\ould 
be taken up by the party with bold- 
lies*, lie said that the question ot im- 
perialism aud trusts were giave ones 
which had to be met, and that as the 
I-tcpublican party had ever fosteied the 
one and was responsible for the other, 
these KMH>S, while uox ou-rshadowlng 
*he financial questions, would be made 
oromiuent ill the approaching cam 
/•aigii. The Senator was tau'ful to say 
that this was his individual opinion, 
and not the view of the. National Com- 
mittee, nor yet of the Democratic 
party. HP stated further that at this 
time it was impossible to estimate the 
relative importance of tlui.se questions, 
but that it was his belief that the 
Democratic party would never ncede 
from its position u« to bimetallism un- 
til the question has been forever set- 
tled by a recognition ol botli gold and 
silver. 


When asked as to the report that the 


transfer of Democratic headquarters 
from Chit ago to St. Louis or Washing- 
ton wus contemplated. Senator Jones 
said that nothing had been done look- 
ing to such a transfer. While it was 
true that several had spoken to him 
relative to the suggested change there 
was such a wide diversity of views 
that he did not think that at this time 
a transfer would be made. 


Secretary Johnson said that the con- 


ference was simply fur the purpose of 
laying before Chairman Jones,the ac- 
tion of the National Committee, tak- 
en at its recent meeting In Chicago, iu 
order that ho might be accurately in- 
formed as to the work done during his 
absence in Europe. 


Grievances Are Settled. 


Cleveland. O., Oct. 17.—The political 


skies here have been somewhat clean d 
by the selection of a Republican cam- 
paign committee. After 
months of 


faction, fights and party dis< ord, the 
Republicans of Cnyahoga county have 
got together. For the time being all 
personal grievnnies will he put aside, 
and fancied injuries will 1 e forgotten. 
The committee was announced on 
Monday. It is organized alter a plan 
laid down by Senator Ilanna. lie 
made an honest endeavor for weeks to 
get the two warring committees to- 
gether. When a point was reached 
where a compromise was almost m 
sight, it is said Eli West and Chailes 
Gerrlsh, of Columbus, strong Kurtz 
men, 
arrived in tin-? city, and thin it 


was announced that there was no pos 
slble chance 
for 
compromise. The 


Kurtz people had uot desired one, it 
was said. 


Word was sent to Chairman Dick of 


the State Committee on Monday 01 
the existence of tho new local commit 
tee. The State Committee will make 
direct assignments of speakers to flu 
new committee. Republicans all ovei 
the State have been more or less wor 
ried by factional troubles hero, which 
it is believed are now practically ovei 
by virtue of Senator Hanna's inter- 
vention. 


-Mayor Jones of Toledo, the Inde 
pendent candidate for Governor, was 
in town, and confidently predicted his 
election. 


"We have not the least doubt of car- 


rying Hamilton. Puyahoca, Franklin 
Lucas. Montgomery and several othei 
of the largo counties, where the manu- 
facturing Industries predominate, by 
large majorities, with the resul* of 
carrying the State by a "safe plural 
ity," said Mayor Jones. "The outlook 
for a magnificent victory of the non- 
partisan movement in the State this 
fall is very encouraging, despite the 
combined efTorts of the old parties to 
disparage- the movement and despite 
the reports of each, who are telling 
the people not to vote for Jones but 
for the Democratic or Republican can- 
didate. This plainly shows that before 
the battle is half over tliey arc both 
'groggy' and almost ready for the 
knockout blow, which apparently will 
be administered to them this fall." 


The Mayor said that the result of 


the first day's registration was favor- 
able to him. 


War Spirit in Halifax. 


Halifax, N. S., Oct. IT.-The war 


spirit is hot in Halifax and there will 
probably be more applications hero foi 
enrollment in the Canadian contingent 
of 1,000 men than can be taken from 
Nova Scotia. Enrollment has begun in 
this city. The Brigade Office sent out 
posters asking for volunteers and stat- 
ing the requirements that must be 
compiled with. Wages for men range 
from $1.25 per day for sorgeant-innjoi 
down to 40 cents for privates. When 
they reach South Africa their pay wi!

States and Canada, and said Canada 
had removed all tae natural obstruc- 
tions in the great waterways In Cau- 
ada reaching to the United States, so 
that there was now an unobstructed 
water route to the great lakes for the 
largest vessels. 


lie described in detail transportation 


facilities which hod been opened by 
canals, impioved waterways aud rail- 
roads by Canada, which are open to 
the free use of the 1'iiited States aud 
of American commerce, 
while 
the 


canals of the United States arc closed 
in many material ways to the free 
use of Canadian commerce, lie said 
that while the waterways from New 
York to Ottawa were free ami unob- 
structed to American commerce, Can- 
ada could not ship even a barge to New 
York without breaking bulk and re- 
shipment at the border. 


Mr. Allen offered a resolution that 


the transportation problem is of the 
greatest importance to the Western 
agriculturist, miner and lumberman, 
and with the completion of the caual 
s\stem of Canada to a uniform depth 
ot fourteen feet. \\ hich can be used on 
equal terms by the ships of the United 
States and Canada, justified the re- 
luest that the use of the inland wat< rs 
be extended to both countries on equal 
teims. 


The 
resolution 
unanimously 
was 


made a part of the proceedings of the 
congress. 


W. Toster Cockshutt of Toronto of- 


fcied this resolution, which was unani- 
mously adopted: 


"That iu the opinion of this congress 


the world's commeice would be bene- 
fited by the United States extending to 
other countries the same freedom of 
trade that those countries extend to the 
United States."

Rufrin, at Asuncion, who has been urg- 
ing Americans to take advantage of 
the great trade openiusrs in Paraguay, 
has" followed his farmer communica- 
tions by one in which ho gives some 
hints as to Ijow cotton exporters can 
best build up a trade. 


He is very much in en i nest, but there 


is .n somewhat humorous side to the 
glimpse he save o? Paraguayan busi- 
ness methods. For instance, he sug- 
gests that a little piety in t he trade 
mark, if one Is exporting bleached cot- 
tons, is a good thing. "Trade marks 
which seem to have religious bearings 
lil-e the Star of Bethlehem," he says, 
"tnke very well here." 


Other hints as to the pecularities 


and prejudices of the Paraguayans are: 
"While our goods show their superior- 
ity in texture, &c.. after they are wash- 
ed, their quality docs not influence the 
people. They want something that 
looks well and at the same time f>els 
well—a smooth, compact surface. They 
do not care If It is nearly all starchy 
after it has been worn or washed out, 
they buy a new piece because it is 
cheap." 


Finally, Consul Rnfiin gives this in- 


sight into the Paraguayan preferences: 
"The goods should always come iu 
book fold, with the trade mark cover- 
ing tho whole front, if possible. It 
should be glaring In colors, and the 
goods should 
have 
ribbon around 
thorn."

The wire backstay of the topmast, 
which helped to support and steady the 
sky scraping spar, gave way and the 
support being removed the Shamrock's 
Oregon pine topmast, eighty feet long 
and 
fourteen inches iii 
diimeter, 


snapped off like u match jnst above the 
lower masthead. A new topmast will 
be set up tomorrow and she will be re 
measured. 
The third race of the series 


will be sailed on Thursday. The Co- 
lumbia made a fine race of it, holding on 
to her club-topsail throughout and car- 
ried her balloon-]ib in the final reach 
for home. She covered the course in 
three hours and thirty-seven minutes; 
the first ten miles of windward work in 
one hour, thirty-nine minutes and eleven 
seconds; the reach to second mark in 
fifty-three minutes and fifty-nine sec- 
onds, and the laat leg in one hour, three 
minutes and fifty seconds. Mr. Iselin, 
who was seen by an Associated Press 
representative after the Columbia had 
reached her moorings, stated tbat he 
had nothing to say, either in regard to 
the Shamrock's accident or of the race. 
At the time of the carrying away of the 
Shamrock's topmast the committee's 
boat was diretly astern of the racers 
and Chairman Kane shouted through a 
megaphone, "Can we assist you in any 
way?" "No, thank you," came back 
the reply from the Shamrock.

If a 
breed is not in demand, it is better to 
let it alone, and raise a breed that is 
fashionable. .In this case the public 
makes its selection and the poultrymau 
lias nothing to do but follow. 
It is 


true that the public often makes a mis- 
take, and estimates a particular breed 
far above its merits. 
But hero again 


the question is one that does not con- 
pern the breeder. Raise what the pub- 
lic demands and you will be more apt 
to make money than by following your 
own inclinations. 
Many old br<> "lorn 


can remember when the Black Spanish 
fowls were very popular, and the breed- 
er of Plymouth Hock or AVyandotte 
could hardly find a purchaser for his 
stock. Then the American Pominiques 
came into»ashion. and the rage was a'.! 
for this breed. But like the first these 
birds had their day, and they have 
passed out of popular notice, and the 
Plymouth Rocks, Wyandotics and Mln- 
oicas are in demand. These are th<» 
profitable broods to-day. 
They have 


groat merits, too. independent of anv 
fashion, and the breeders would hate 
to see them go out ot vogue unless 
something bettor was developed. 


There is more" mowy made to-day in 


raisins broilers or roasters for market 
than anything else, and breeds that 
mhko the best broilers and lay the 
maximum number of eccgs. me certainlv 
worthy of our attention'-. This brinies 
one to the question whether we v.l! 
o\or l)o able to (Jo\olop now breo-ls, or 
improve the present ones so that ihoy 
will excel anything in existence to day. 
There are those who think we have 'le 
veloped the lien as far as possible as a 
laying machine, and that we will no\or 
be able to go beyond our present at- 
tainments).

SETTING FRUIT TREES- 


\Vbcre and How to Lay Out the 


Orchard and Prepare tho Soil. 


There always lias been consftlerable 


discussion as to the bi-st time to set 
fruit trees, planters being abont equal- 
ly divided between spring and fall sot- 
ting. An extensive niuscry man told 
us not long ago that he preferred fall 
setting and that trees set m the spring 
should not bo set very curly, 
ft is a 


fact that a large pait of the tiees de- 
Inerod for spring setting are dug in 
the fall and heeled in duni.g the win- 
ter, because spring is a bad fine in 
which to dig trees from nursery rows 
on acouut of the w<-t condition of the 
soil. It seems to us that trees Mill do 
better if sot in the fall, as then they 
are moved but once, and during the 
winter they are preparing to grow as 
soon as warm weather comes. At one 
of the meetings of the Illinois Horticul- 
tural Society a member gave tho fol- 
lowing directions for sotting 'roes: 


"The location of the orchard should 


be as near the house as possible, pro- 
vided a suitable soil can be found. If 
conditions are suitable, it should be 
placed to the north and west of the 
farm buildings. 
Well-drained land is 


generally good, on anj side wil' do. but 
do not uso slough land, o-ven if it lias 
been drained. Any Kind of land should 
bo drained, as drainage improves the 
condition of the ground. It i* best to 
have the ground snhsoiled. Suhsoilmg 
permits the rain water to distribute it- 
self more quickly and e\enlj "tnrough 


j the ground, (irmind so treated can be 
easily penetrated by tho roots, which 
will then go down to a greater depth 
thnn in ground not sub«oilod. A small 
orchard should be planted on every 
farm. 


"Lay off the ground in check rows, 


thirty feet apart oach way. Tho marki 
ran be made \\ith a plow. runnTng (lie 
furrow deep, and then at the intersec- 
tions littlo digging will have to be 
done. Rot out jonr trees one inch deep- 
er than they wore in the nursery rows. 
In setting the roots nut fine dirt around 
the roots and worl. it in by agitating 
thorn. This is to pi event tho formation 
of air cavities uno( r the roots. Throw 
in only enough water to pack the dirt 
around the roots. Pack in the*1lirt al- 
most as solid as you would around a 
fence post. Von must be careful abont 
this. For if tho soil is loosely packed 
the air will get in ami dry out the 
roots. Do not tramp the top layer of 
dirt, but leave* that to act as a mulch. 
Plant only such tro-'S and plants as are 
recommended by the horticultural so- 
ciety for the district where you live."

Rise in Price of 


Many farmers owe much of their 


wealth to rise in price of land. It is 
due In many cases to what John Stuart 
Mill calls "that increase which is con- 
tinually taking place without any effort 
or outlay by the proprietors, merely 
through the growth of population and 
wealth." The heirs of the first settlers 
of Ohio and other States luuo received 
much wealth from this source, and the 
owners of the land most favorably sit- 
uated, by reason of proximity to city 
or town, or for other similar reason. 
continue to grow wealthy without ef- 
fort on their own part. They receive 
what Henry George called public at- 
tention to so insistently—the unearned 
increment. 
Looking back we cnn see 


that there have been times when in- 
vestment in farm property was so good 
a thing that the incurrence of debt by 
fanners In the purchase of land was 
practically safe, and on the other hand 
there have been times when the invest- 
ment was had, the value of the prop- 
erty growing less year t)y yenr. and 
often decreasing more rnpldly thnn the 
new owner could cause the -debt to de- 
crease. Is this a safe time for invest- 
ment In land. If some debt must be in- 
curred?—Stockman and Farmer. 


The Main Question. 


After giving some statistics of the 


condition of labor fifty years ago. in its 
issue of August 10th. Farm and Ranch 
concludes that "the m.iterlal condition 
of our people has steadily improved, 
until now at the close- of the nineteenth 
century no people ever lived as well 
or easily as our own.

The Apple Crop. 


Latest returns from all sections of 


the I". S. show thai 1he apple crop will 
not be np to a full > ield. Shortages are 
most marked in X. Y. aud N. E. In 
the Hudson river valley growers are 
anticipating only 20 to -10 per cent of a 
crop. Apples dropped more than usual. 
Baldwins did not blossom, aud the 
fruit remaining is made up mainly of 
Greening*. Sp^s and Kus«pt<s. Western 
New York will not produce more than 
10 to 
1."> per cent, of merchantable 


fruit. Pennsylvania will have a good 
many apples. In Ohio and a few 
points in the middle south, there will 
be a surplus for market. 


Portions of Indiana promise well, but 


Wisconsin has practically no apples. 
Illinois will produce a fair yield but 
the crop is uneven. AS a rule the Mis- 
sissippi river region will produce a 
smaller crop than v. as anticipated earl- 
ier' in the season. The fall crop of 
fruit in this section is larger than tho 
winter. Reports from apple growing 
sections of Michigan are encouraging 
and yield will be- Lirger than that of 
last year. All through the central west 
the bulk of the winter apples will be 
produced on old trees. The effect of 
spraying is more apparent this year 
than usuaL Orchards- that,were well 
taken care- of will be profitable, while 
those that wore neglected are produc- 
ing <T small quantity of very poor fruit. 
Tho Annapolis valley region of No\a 
Scotia will have 400.000 barrels for ox- 
port against 300,000 last year, 
an<T 


prosppcts in all the apple growing sec- 
tions of Canada are fairly bright.— 
Farm and Home. 


Filling and Covering Silos. 


Fast or slow filling: is debated, but 


the only difference amounts to about 
this: With slow filling there is more 
time allowed for tho material to settle 
and one gets moiv material into the 
pits if ho is n week about it than in 
two days. In Ohio wo use the rapid 
filling. Whore one fills two silos and 
can do «o, it is a good plan to till into 
one a half a day and then the other. 


How shall the silo be covered to pro- 


tect it from the air? Does it need any 
cover at all more than the roof above 
it? 
Some silos now are even denied 


this protection. 
Certan it is that no 


one now covers silage with blank pa- 
per and weights. 
The most simple 


cover, and exteasively used, is no cov- 
er at all, simply putting the litter 
above the cutter upon top of the silage, 
making it firm by treading and leaving 
it, allowing the top layer of a few 
incho«- three or four, possibly six—to 
mould and rot and seal itsel? away 
from the air. A few days later ifho 
fourth day after fillinr and some tread- 
Ing) sprinkle twenty pails of water on 
the surface of the silage and thus has- 
ten tho moulding and sealing. 


In tho winter, on approach of vory 


cold weather, it Is a good plan to put 
some hoard* over the silo anTI cover 
with a half ton of straw. This holds 
in tho heat, keeps out cold air. and 
more gorms find In the warm s*in.ro. a 
pretty good homo to colonize in. nnd 
then in cold weather the cows got a 
warm breakfast, instead of now nnd 
then an iced menu.—Ohio Fanner. 


The Last Mile.

or hnlf mile, coming In from a hard 
drive, nnd when stopped put on a light 
woolon blanket 10 absorb the perspira- 
tion and keep the surface warm.

After tho 'phono is located in a good 


place in the house, and good insulated 
wire inn out to moot tho line wire out- 
side, then ground connections should 
be made 1>.\ putting copper wire or rod. 
say 4 feet in to a wot soil outside or 
in collar. This is used where only one 
line of wire is used instead of two, to 
make the circuit. AVe start out tho 
line win* loose from the house to the 
first pole near at hand, so that the sing- 
ing vibration that follows (ho main 
wire will not be transmitted into the 
house, as this noise is quite annoying 
to nervous people, at niirht especially. 
Otherwise tho wire should be stretched 
to a tight tension to the oud of the cir- 
cuit or last pole.

An Insect That Works In Mow and 


Bin. 


Wheat and other grain In tho mo\v 


nnd bin are likely to bo seriously in- 
jured by a small caterpillar «hk-h ents 
into the kernel, rendering: it unfit for 
any purpose except feeding to poultry 
or cattle. Tho parent of this caterpil- 
lar is a small. Rlo^y, yellowish-brown 
moth or ''miller." "which may be seen 
in swarms wherever sucli injury to tho 
arm in occurs, and this is the "Ancou- 
mois jrrain moth.'' The insect breeds- 
in the field durinir summer, hut docs 
no damage until the K'-ain is cut and, 
stacked 
Thou the heads become ln-1 
| festcd in proportion to the length of 


timo the grain is left outside, nnd this 
breeding continues in tho mow. so that, 
whon threshed in tho fall, a largo pro- 
portion of tho kernels are already in- 
jured or contain larvae. When thresh- 
ed and binned, the srr.iin heats, fer- 
ments and becomes gradually useless. 


Wheat should always be threshed 


as soon after cutting as possible, to 
prevent tho infestation of the heads. 
If mowed at all. it should bo left there 
only as long as absolutely necessary. 
No satisfactory Treatment can bo made 
In the mow. When thresh^!, infested 
grain should be hulked in tight bins, 
and tho bin* covered with canvas or 
some other ticht material, leaving a 
space of from C> to 12 in Between cover 
and grain 
In shallow dishes or other 


vessels placed on top of the" grain,, 
evaporate 1 07. bisulphide of carbon 
for every 100 Ibs grain. This bisulp- 
hide of carbon is a clear colorless 
liquid, like water, with a powerful, 
disagreeable odor, and vaporizes read- 
ily at 
ordinary temperature*. The 


vapors given off are heavy and will 
sink through the grain, killing evc~y 
thing on the way. Keep the Wiis 
covered tightly for 24 hours at least, 
nnd if the era in is not to be used for 
seeding it may be kept covered until 
the vapors gradually disappear. Seed 
wheat or other grain should not be ex- 
posed to the fumes of the bisulphide 
more than 2-1 hours, to avoid injury 
to the germinating power. Bisulphide 
of carbon is highly inflammable and no 
licht or fire of any kind should be in 
any building where this material Is 
used unless such light or fire fs com- 
pletely shut off from all chance of con- 
tact with the vapors.—[Dr. John B.

two hundred aud seventy-five years ago

their 
simple 
methods 


consecrated the soil to the service of 
God and Liberty. 


After many years of talk upon this 


subject and a general conclusion on the 
part of all who had made a study of 
New Hampshire's early history, that 
there ought to be a proper marker of 
the site where the first white settler 
came to Ubh and make his home. It 
was u f t o t . New Hampshire society 
of the Coloju.l Dames of America to 
take iho initiative, aud through its wide 
awuke committee, headed by Mrs. Rob 
bert Forbes Bradford of this city, that 
which has long been recognized as 
needed has been accomplished. 


In August, 1G22, Captain John Ma- 


son, merchant of London, as secretary 
of a council established by rcyal char- 
ter for planting and governing New 
England, took acting measures to that 
end. 
He had previously secured from 


this council for himself aud Sir Fer- 
nando Gorges, a grant of land which 
comprised all that is now New Hamp- 
shiie. This land was given the name 
of Laconia; and together with other 
merchants, also says the historian, they 
formed the so called company of La- 
conia. 


In May of the following year (1623) 


this company sent out the first settlers 
of Now Hampshire, under the leader- 
ship of David Thompson, a Scotchman, 
who lauded at the mouth of tbe Piscat 
aqua. Some of this party settled at 
Odiorne's point, and there built a 
Manor house, afterwards called Mason 
hall. 
The balance of the company 


went about eight miles up the river and 
established themselves on a neck of 
land now included in Dover. 


At Odiorne's poiat the site of Mason 


kali is still to be seen, also tho old well 
belonging to it, tbe cemetery and the 
site of the smith's shop. The burial 
plot it> in fair condition and contains in 
its old part some forty graves, but no 
names are preserved. 


A movement was begun some time 


ago to erect a suitable monument on 
this interesting historical point, but 
until lately the object was without fru- 
ition. 


The erected tribute is a sarcophagus 


of the finest Barry granite and was 
made by Leavitt <te Lester of this city. 
It is five feet and six. inches high, eleven 
feet and ten inches long and two feet 
and seven inches wide, having on each 
side a polished panel, bearing in sunk- 
en letters suitable inscriptions, as fol- 
lows:

Kmvml Battle of StntUgo It §ug- 


ffotGd to Form a Part of the 
Cup's Ornamentation—Either Gen. 
Lftwtoa or Gen. MacArthur Likely 
to Take Shatter's Place. 
Washington, Oct. 
18.—Among the 
articles recovered from the Spanish 
war ship*, Bunt during the battle of 
Santiago, was a money chest coutniu- 
Ing n targe amount of Spanish sliver 
coin, which was found la the Cristobal 
Oolou. The chest was brought to 
Washington, and sold by the Navy De- 
partment to a tiriu of brokers in this 
city and has never been opened be- 
cause It was understood at the time of 
the sale that the box should not be 
opened except in the presence of the 
department olUciali*. In his official re- 
port to the Madrid (Jovernment, Ad- 
niirnl Oervera stated that all the Span- 
ish sold sent to Santiago for the of- 
ficers and sailors of the Spanish fleet 
had been paid to the men, but the sil- 
ver coin wns put in a money chest on 
the Cristobal Colon and was lost with 
that vessel. The firm of brokers now 
owning this chest have conceived a 
novel method of disposing of the coin. 
They propose having it melted up and 
made Into a loving cup. to be presented 
to Kear Admiral Schley. On the cup 
will be depicted the naval buttle of 
Santiago and the relief expedition 
finding Gen. flreely, events in which 


i Admiral Schley played a most con- 
' silk-nous part. It is proposed that a 
fund be raised by subscription to pay 
for the coin and making of the cup, 
and that the subscribers' mimes be en- 
graved oil the gift. 'The plan has ju.st 
been conceived, a ml as yet only a few 
prominent men have been asked to sub- 
scribe, but there is little doubt that I he 
scheme will be succe-.sful, and tiiat the 
Spanish coin will eventually be made 
into a loving cup.

continued its inquiry into 


the trust question, the witnesses being 
President Ltauiel U. Heid of the Ameri- 
can Tinplate Company, \\'illiara Hels, 
president of the .National Steel Com- 
pany; Charles S. Guthrle of Pittsburg, 
rne«ld*Mi» of the American Steel Hoop 
Company, and Judge William II. E. 
Moore, the promoter of these and other 
trusts. 


Mr. Reid, In reply to questions as to 


whether the books of the company are 
open to the inspection of stockholders, 
produced a series or resolutions pro- 
viding that the books in which the 
transfers of stock shall be registered, 
and the books containing the- names, 
addresses and number of shares, re- 
spectively, of shareholders, shall be at 
all times In the usual hours of business 
open to the examination of every stock- 
holder in the principal oliice. 


He said that Judge Moore had organ- 


ized the combination and hail received 
for his services .$10,000,000 in common 
stock. The consolidation had been 
made to prevent absolute failure, as 
many of the tiuplnto establishments 
were drifting rapidly into bankruptcy. 
The prices of the product had increased 
rapidly since the organization and there 
had been a corresponding advance in 
wages. 
II<> estimated that th<' increase 


in wages and in employes would repre- 
sent an enlarged pay-roll of $^,000,000 
a year. 


The rolling mill men in his establish- 


ment were paid as high as $10 a day, 
the highest price paid to any Jabot or 
in the world. The average wages of 
their employes were Jjui-10 a day. The 
advance in the price of the hulshed 
product had not been equal to that of 
tltf raw material and of wages. 


He explained the relations of his 


company with the National Steel Com- 
pany and the- American Steel Hoop 
Couiiumy, saying th.it each company 
had directors who held similar place* 
in tiie other companies The tinplate 
company buys half of Its raw material 
from the National company, but it 
buys, he said, where it can buy the, 
cheapest. 


Mr. Reid said that thirteen mills had 


been shut down because of their poor 
location, but twenty-five new ones had 
been started. There are thirty-nine es- 
tablishments in the combination, he 
said. 


Without the tariff Mr. Reid thought 


it would be Impossible to manufacture 
tiupiate in the United Slates. The 
margin is now sullicient to' permit the. 
increase of price of American tinplate 
to $5.25 a box before bringing it into 
competition with the English product. 
lie estimated that the manufacture 


of our own tiiiplale had resulted in 
keeping at least $:;5.000,000 of money 
in this country, which otherwise would 
have gone abroad. In the thirty-nine 
establishments owned by the combine 
there were 1500 mills, while the outside 
establishments contain twenty-seven 
mills. Tile America n company manu- 
factures nine-tenths of the tinplate 
made in this country and controls the 
prices, he added. 


The testimony of Mr. Rels agreed in 


most respects witli that of Mr. Reid, 
especially in regard to the increase in 
wnw-s and the advance in the prices 
of raw material. 


Mr. Reis differed from the other wit-

ro clay eaters of Georgia has turned up 
in the person of a scrub woman em- 
ployed at the Capitol here, who is 
charged with devouring some of the 
finest specimens of kaolin on exhibition 
in the State Geological Department. 


diseoA ered that five 
which lie valued very 
of their great purity, 
and upon examining 


some of the other specimens he found 
on them the imprint of teeth. 


Detectives were set to work upon the 


case, with the result that Annie Will- 
iams, a negro employed to scrub the 
marble floors, was accused of taking 
the specimens. The detectives were 
led to the end of the hall, where, bo- 
hind a box, was found some of the 
cloy and a snuff box belonging to the 
woman. There were traces of clay 
still upon her lips. She was taken in 
charge by Adjutant -General JByrd. 


The woman seems to have a mania 


for mineral specimens, and there are 
indications that she has been indulging 
her stransc appetite for some time. 
The kaolin, for which she has display- 
ed the greatest fondness, is a fine clay, 
which the State geologist recently com- 
pared with the clays of other states 
and found that it stood the highest fire 
test. The specimens taken were nine- 
ty-seven and a half per cent, pure clay. 


The clay is pies-sed and is of about 


the same consistency as pencil lead. 


In order that the horse may do his 


work without InJJury to his shoulders 
the proper nttlug of the collar is of the 
greatest importance. 
No two horse? 


have shoulders alike and It Is a rare 
thing to find the shoulders of any one 
horse exactly alike, consequently the 
strict attention to harnessing all horses 
should be carefully studied. 
Everj 


horse should have his own collar; rind 
changing of collars from one animal to 
another should never be permitted 
where heavy or continuous work is re- 
quired. Tile collar should lit suuclj 
every part of the shoulder, so as not 
to make the pressure greater at OIK 
point than another. The collar should 
be neither too large nor tooo *mall. It 
should fit closely to the sides of the 
nock from top to bottom, and never 
wide at the top and close at the bottom, 
nor the reverse. All collars are made 
over a general form while the leather 
is thoroughly soaked and pliable, and 
then when put on the horse it is hard, 
stiff ami unyielding, which necessitates 
the muscles of the horse's shoulder 
adapting themselves to the collar rath- 
er than the collar to the shoulder, often 
producing sweeny, collar boils, blis- 
tered skin nnd general injury to the 
shoulders. 


Now as all collars are made over nn 


Inanimate form with the leather thor- 
oughly wet and pliant, is not this the 
most practical system to obtain a per- 
fect 
fit 
to the animate 
form—the 
horse's neck and shoulders. 
We are 


fully satisfied from long experience 
that this is the easiest, surest and best 
method, and would therefore iid%ise 
putting the collar Into a tub of hike- 
warm water and let it soak over nisrht. 
lonsr enough to make pliant, and then 
when ready to put on the horse wipe 
off the surplus water with a cloth, and 
fit to the neck at the s-houlders from 
top to bottom very closely, by the ad- 
justment of the hames of the harness. | 
Then put the horse to work moderate- 
ly, -with 
sufficient load to 
perfectly 


adapt the draft surface of the collar to 
the horses's shoulders, and when dry 
we have such a perfect-fitting collar 
to the individual horse that there is 
very little danger of injury if the 
shoulders and collar are kept clean. 
Collars that fit fairly well when the 
horse Is in high Mesh may not lie well 
adapted to hard work when the horse 
is worked down thin. But by the same 
method of soaking the same collar may 
be re-adjusted; but the hamc-tusrs will 
have to be raised n little higher than 
when the neck is full at the top of the 
collar. 
The collar should always (It 


the neck closely at the sides even if it 
is a little too lonar. but it is preferable 
to have the collar fit every portion of 
the nock when the horse is pulling. 


The draft of hame-tugs is next in im- 


portance and should lie as carefully ad- 
justed as the fitting of the collar. If 
the horse has a sloping shoulder the 
hame-tugs may pull a little lower down 
than if the shoulder is straight and 
perpendicular, but in no case should 
the hame-tugs pull so low that the 
draft is near the point of the shoulder. 
The hames should be raised or lowered 
to bring the hame-tugs at the proper 
distance from llv point of the shoul- 
der, so that when the horse steps for- 
ward with one foot the collar will rest 
against the opposite shoulder: but 
when too low down on the shoulder the 
pressure w!l be very hard on the shoul- 
der of the advancing leg nnd there will 
be but little or none on the other shoul- 
der. 
The hame-tugs should be about 


one-fourth of the distance from the 
hotroni to the top of the neck of the 
horse, but this will vary more or less 
with the general make-up of the ani- 
mal.—Dr. Curryer In Farm Stock and 
Home.

"If we, exercise the care in selecting 


our "foundation stock" for propaga- 
tion of vnrieties, use seed from trees 
of vigorous constitution* nnd in good, 
healthful condition, we should hear 
much Jess about the superiority of 
seedlings to grafted or budded trees. 
That some of the progngators of fruit 
are beginning to consider the value of 
n first-class sfedling on which to build 
n tree that will have staying quality 
when planted in an orchard. Is apuar- 
ent. Such care In. selection of seed or 
seedlings wltt entail additional ex- 
pense and cause an advance in the 
price of trees nt tlii* nursery; but the 
additional cost, If it insures immunity 
from disease so prevalent nowadays 
nnd give* treex of jfrenter vigor nnd 
longevity, will not be seriously ob- 
jected to by n man who is planting an
